_ Suffrage Is Inevitable. 

“I explained last night my position 
with regard to a very important sub- 
ject in which many of you, if not all 
of you, are deeply interested. I refer 
to woman suffrage; and, as I then said, 
I have come to the conviction that the 
granting of a vote to women is inevita- 
ble. I base that conclusion upon a con- 
sideration of our economic conditions. 

“There may be those who disagree 
with that view; but I confess I do not 
see how any candid mind cn examine 
the tendencies of our life and reach a 


concluslon that permanently votes will 


be denied to women. I think it is um- 
possible. 

“That being my conviction, I depre- 
cate most deeply sex organizations based 
upon sex ind not upon the general obdli- 
gations of citizenship borne by all. I 
view with a great deal of misgiving a 
continuation of the agitation, which I 
am sure will grow more and more in- 
tense as this movement meets deter- 
rmined opposition. 


Wants No Sex Politics. 


| “J speak with reference to the America 
of the future, and the great importance 
that in our preparedness we should deal 
with real political issues and not have our 
political life sidetracked by a great and 
determined movement made by deter- 
mined opposition with regard to the com- 
position of our electorate. 

“ That is a matter that is fundamental. 
We must start with our electorate and 
then discuss the matters with respect to 
which they are to act according to their 
convictions. And sol want to see women, 
if they are to have a vote, as I believe 
they ought to, come in as citizens with 
men. if 5 

“I desire to see them not organiz 
on a sex basis, developing sex antagon- 
ism, but with the responsibilities of citl- 
zens, and coming in as men do, and, in 
connection with the great questions of 
the day, to exert their powerful influence 
according to their convictions on those 
questions. And so I stated that I favored 
woman suffrage. 


For Federal Amendment. 

“Now, I did not state last night my 
attitude with regard to the federal amend- 
ment. That matter was not stated spe- 
cifically in the Republican platform. I did 
not deal with it in making my formal re- 
sponse to the notification of my nomina- 
tion. Today, in answer to a telegram 
from Senator Sutherland of Utah, I stated 
that, consistenly with the principle and 
view I announced last night, I was in 
favor of the federal amendment. 

“I can take that position because, re- 
stating what I already have said, I be- 
lieve this question should be promptly 
settled. I see nothing but danger to our 
security, to our unity, to our proper at- 
titude toward political questions in con- 
tinued agitation of this subject, and I 
would take the shortest cut to its solu- 
tion 

“I further believe that it is a matter 
affecting the whole country. It is one 
of those matters where we must havea 
uniform policy.

INFECTION IN BOOKS. 

IBRARIANS and patrons of libra- 
ries, for that matter, write from 
time to time asking whether books 
convey Infection and if so in what 
wav shall they be disinfected. 

Ten years ago the opinion was general 
that peopie were frequently infected in 
this way and many inventors were at 
work devising machines for the disinfec- 
tion of books. The problem had its dif- 
culties. The bindings must not be spoiled, 
the leather was delicate, the paste easily 
harmed, the paper would not stand wet- 
ting 


Formaldehyde does not disinfect dry 
surfaces, Sulphur fumes require mois- 
ture for efficacy, but in the presence of 
moisture are converted into a destructive 
gas. Watery solutions were impossibie 
and dipping in gasoline solutions never 
commended itself. The need - seemed 


‘| great, but the method of meeting it 


seemed impossible of ordinary practical 
application, at least in smal! libraries. 

However, in the last ten years the scien- 
tific trend has been away from the opin- 
fon that books convey contagion. It has 
been proven over and over that the great 
sources of contagion are persons who are 
sick with contagion or have recently been 
in contact with apace care 


There is practicality no evidence that 
books carry contagion. In 1915 Kenwood 
and Dove said: ‘ There is probably no 
material risk involved in the reissue of 


less the books are obviously soiled. Even 
| then the risks are slight.” If this opinion 
is true in relation to books used by con- 
sumptives the danger is even less as re- 
gards other forms of con 

Laubach reports the results of two sets 
of experiments in the Bulletin of Johns 
Hopkins hospital. He sought for live 
diphtheria bacilli in 150 books recently 
handled by cases of diphtheria. No diph- 
theria bacilli were found. He examined 
seventy-five torn, dirty books which for 
years had been passing through the hands 
of children in very insanitary homes. 

No ordinary disease producers were 
found on any of them. He then smeared 
the pages of certain books with diphtheria 
and typhoid germs. He found that when 
the books were kept in the dark the bac- 
teria remained alive for months. In the 
light they died in less than twelve days. 
a bright ee

The Journal of the American Medical 
association, commenting on these Investi- 
gations, says: It would be safest if 


ly disinfected. Direct sunlight appears 
to be as efficient and ready an agent here 
as elsewhere.“ 

To my mind the proof ts clear that the 
danger of spread of contagion through 
books is very slight. The only one of the 
three tests noted above which indicated 
any danger was the laboratory test,where 
the pollution was far greater than ever 
prevails in practice,

slight error, showed a maximum of 96 degrees. 
By comparing the maximum temperatures at 
the kiosk and on the roof of the federal bulld- 
ing for the thirteen warmest days 80 far this 
month it is found that the kiosk maximum 
averages 8.6 degrees higher than the roof max- 
imum. 

It was in recognition of the fact that the 
temperature at street level is higher, especially 
in sunshiny weather, that kioeks were installed 
in many of the large cities; however, the kiosk 

readings are never used officially on account 
of the artificial influences, such as radiation 
from sidewalks, the steel frame work of the 
kiosk itself, ete. In several of the large cities 
suburban observatories have been established, 
generally in a park or on a college campus, 
and one ts now in operation at Rosenwald hall, 
University of Chicago. The temperature read- 
ings are taken tn a latticed shelter about eight 
feet above the sod on the campus. These read- 
ings represent the true temperature of the 
vicinity unaffected by artificial influences, such 
as sidewalks, buildings, etc., and are available

may well be questioned whether the na- 
tion Is worth fighting for.“ 

Take two nations pitted against each 
other under these conditions, the soldiers 
on each side trying as a sacred duty to 
kil] as many as possible of the other side, 
and we have a sense of tragic irony to 
move Olympian wrath and laughter. 

The cause ought to be worth the sacri- 


fice. But a nation which has a really good 


cause can afford to submit it to an inter- 
national tribunal. The country that 
takes the lead in attempting to initiate 
such a court will indeed be @ nation its 
citizens can be proud to serve. Even a 
board of arbitration, though not always 
unbiased, is better than a lapse into the 
waste and ta vagery of war. 

Hence some of us believe that pubic 
opinion can be and should be so shaped 
that if a nation appeals to arms instead of 


to judicial procedu:e, demanding a hoamd 
of arbitration for the purpose, if neces- 
sary—the presumption should be against 
the justice of that nation’s cause.

CURES CREDITED IN JAPAN. 


Dr..Koga’s Injections of Copper and 
P um Cyanide ‘Believed to 
Pro Remarkable Results, 


New York, Aug. 1.—[{Special.]—When 
Dr. Gensaburo Koga of Tokio announced 
eighteen months ago that he was curing 
tuberculosis with injections of a double 
salt of copper and potassium cyanide the 
medical world was skeptical. But ex- 
tended treatment of several hundred 
cases in hospitals in Japan by several 
physicians provesit to be so successful 
that the Journal of Experimental Medi- 
cine, of which Dr. Simon Flexner is 
editor, devotes its entire August number 
to reports upon It. 

Chief among the items is a report by 
Dr. Koga on sixty-three typical cases 
treated with cyanocuprol, as the new 
medicine has been calied. 8 

Finally there la a report by Dr. R. 
Takano of six cases of leprosy treated 
with cyanocuprol in the  I-Hai-Yen 
Leprosorium. Tokio. all of which show 
such marked improvement that it looks 
as if the discovery might prove a cure 
for leprosy as well as for tuberculosis. 

Dr. Koga’s report shows that of nine- 
teen cases of nonactive tuberculosis in 
the first stage thirteen were cured, two

Hanging Plants. 

HE complaint frequently is made 

that plants in hanging pots and 

baskets are difficult to grow, and 1 

am asked if this is due to some pe- 

cultarity of the plants adapted to 
this kind of culture or is the result of 
faulty treatment. 

Nine times out of ten the failure with 
this class of plants is due to a lack of 
sufficient water. Those who attempt to 
grow them seem to overlook the fact that, 
because of being suspended from the ceil- 
ing, they are in a temperature some de- 
grees higher than that which prevails at 
the window sill and that moisture evap- 
orates more rapidly there than from the 
pois of soil below them. 

Therefore, they dry out before the 
plants on the sill show signs of needing 
more water, and frequentiy they get al- 
most dust dry at the roots before another

NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE | 


Wheat prematurely ripened in the 
southern portions of the spring wheat 
belt has been thrashed in several sec- 
tions, and the yields are extreme! 
mall. In many cases the wheat is not 
making over five bushels an acre of 
light, poor grain. Clark Dalrymple of 
Kelso, N. D., wired that the situation in 
the northwest was the worst he had ever 
known. Other reports were to the same 
effect. A representative of a leading 
milling journal reported conditions espe- 
cially bad in South Dakota and said he 
doubted, after investigation, i the state 
had more than 10,000,000 bu of light- 
weight wheat. The Northwestern road 
report estimates the South Dakota crop 
in its territory would be about half a 
yield, and in western Minnesota about 30 
per cent of a crop. Other reports were 
equally sensational. A Minneapolis con- 
cern estimates the crop of the three 
northwest states at 140,000,000 bu. Re- 
ports in regard to Canadlan conditions 
are a little conflicting, but the crop is 
still a long way from harvest and sev- 
eral reports indicated black rust in both 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan. Some 
houses had reports that damage in Can- 
ada up to this time had been light.

: Cash wheat prices were steady here 
yesterday, and there was fair demand 
from mills. Sales were 45,000 bu. Re- 
celvers reported country acceptances 
light. Offerings of wheat from the soft 
wheat states are small, and there prom- 
ises to be an unusual demand for the 
wheat from Nebraska and Kansas. If 
reports from the northwest are con- 
firmed by thrashing returns, the north- 
west mills will be big buyers of the hard 
winter wheat, while mills ‘rom other 
sections are already paying big prices 
for this wheat. Exporters also will be 
strong competitors. The southwest ad- 
vices indicate a far movement under 
way, but there is likely to be little accu- 
mutation if the milling demand is broad, 
ws now indicated. 


“The situation ir wheat is now 
stronger than at any time since the wer 
started,” said a leading cash wheat man 
yesterday. “ Damage of a serious kind 
undoubtedly has been done northwest, 
with the result that the spring wheat 
crop will be short and probebly of poor 
quality. The soft wheat crop was ex- 
tremely light, and if the Canadian wheat 
suffers any material damage the only 
big surplus wheat sections will be Kan- 
eas and Nebraska, and after the first 


heavy marketings from those states the 
offerings are likely to be small, with 
exporters and mills from all sections of 


the country buyers. With these condi- 


tions the big carryover will not pre- 
vent a strong market.“
